2. Tt was decided at this time that the Syrian and Lebaneso Communist Partics 
should be outwardly independens of one another, and that each should 
follow Lis own independent policy. Actually, the two parties were 
subjected to one leader, Khalid Gaghdash, Farajallah [ilu was Lebanese 
Commmist PartySecretary in nane only, and could not take. any action 
on higher policy without firs: receiving the approval. of the Central 
Committee comosed of the leaders of the two parties, the secretary 
of which was Khalid Baghdnsh, Thus, ilu meraly inplenented the - 
decisions of the Central. Committes of the Syrian-Lebanesa Parties, 
Baghdash's control reached such @ degree that he attended the ordinary 
meetings of the sections of the Lebanese Communist Party and acted 
os Chairman: this ws naturally resented by Hilu, 


3» Hilu worked hard to remove Baghdash's control and to make the Lebanese 
Communist Party actually independent, but circumstances were not propitious 
until the date of the dissolution of the Commmnist Intemational, 

This decision encouraged Wilu's hopes of liberating tho Party fron 
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“Comrades: The Commmnist International was not 
intended to remain forever. The evolution and 
success of Leninist commmisn in Russia demanded 
the creation of an international League to

For this reagon, therefore, 
the Third International was founded, headed by 
Conrade Dimitrov.

Baghdash arranged with his. supporters in the Syrian and Lebanese 
Parties to hold a conference of the leaders of the two parties 

to discuss the isgues arising from ihe dissolution of the Comintern. 
This conference was held in Septenber 19), im the al-lfacrata Quarter 
of Beirut, under Baghdash's chairmanship, It was attended by more © 
then 210 representatives from the two parties and lasted three dayse 
The conference was closed after decisions were reached supporting 
‘the dissolution of the Comintern and prociaiming the independénce of 
the Syrim and Lebanese Commmist Parties, with’ the recommendation 
that ‘they cooperate completely with one another, on the basis that 
Syxia. and Lebanon formed one polttical unit. Source states that 
this recomiendation, supported by a majority of the voters, provided 
justification for the control exercised by Baghdash over the Lebanose 
Commmist Partye 
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
